A BRIDGE. 

The petition to the minister of public 
works for the erection of a traffic bridge 
across the Saskatchewan at Edmonton, 
appearing in another column, isa matter of 
more than ordinary interest to the people of 
this locality, and should be backed with all 
available strength The amount of freight 
trattic alone across the river at this point, 
only partially set forth in the petition, is 
proof of the great advantage a bridge would 
be in the developement of commerce and 
settlement in this reyion—-and not only in 
this particular region but throughout the 
vast Mackenzie basin tothe north. Far re- 
moved as this locality is from railway com- 
munication, and dependent as it is on the 
passability of 4 cart or wagon trail two 
hundred miles in length, the importance of 
having at least all the greater natural obsta- 
cles to travel along that route overcome by 
improvements of one kind or another must 
be apparent, if commerce and settlement are 
to increase as they should. Atthe present 
time itis a mystery ‘to outsiders how this 
large settlement lives and thrives so far re- 
moved from railway communication, That 
it does sois proof positive of the superior 
adaptability of the region for settlement. 
Because this settlement has been established 
and has been able to flourish and grow even 
against the disadvantage of a long and at 
times impassible road to the outside world, is 
surely 10t a reason why having by actual ex- 
periment proven that this far northern coun- 
try is not too far north for successful agri- 
cultural settlement, it should be still left 4o 
strugule against all these natural disadvant- 
ages. Rather, having by their enterprise, 
energy and industry practically added a vast 
region tothe known agricultural area ot 
Canada the public interest demands that the 
natural obetacles to free communication be- 
tween the people of this district and the out- 
side world should be whenever possible re- 
moved, so that these demonstrated advant- 
ages should be made as available as possible 
for the general benefit. 


An important point is the bearing which 
the construction of this bridge would have 
on the deveiopment of the trade of the 
Mackenzie basin, a region of greater area 
than that of the provinces of Manitoba, 
Assiniboia, Alberta and Saskatcte van com- 
bined, and known to contain a greater 
abundance and variety of natural resources 
than any other region of Canada, The trade 
of this vast country, at present confined to a 
single one of its many resources, is carried 
on over the trailfrom Calyary to the Atha- 
basca Landing which crosses the Saskatche- 
wan at Edmonton (from the Landing the 
whole region is penetrated by connected 
navigable water stretches), and on this trail 
the Saskatchewan is the greatest obstacie to 
travel. [tis easy to see that if goods are to 
be delivered punctually throughout that 
vast water system, 1,500 by 800 miles, during 
the short summer season that prevails iv the 
far north it is necessary in the last degree 
that they should reach the first link of navi- 
gation On tine, as they cannot do if subject- 
ed to the uncertainties of crossing & great 
river such asthe Saskatchewan hy ferry. 
True we have an excelient ferry, but there 
are times when a ferry cannot run, such as in 
ordinary cases a week in spring and fall and 
perhaps two or three weeks il the season is 
changeable, or in summer when the water is 
exceptioally high, as it is occasionally for a 
Week or moreata time. Besides, a ferry is 
only a ferry, aud though the best possible, is 
expensive to keep up, inconvenient and 
dangerous, compared toa bridge. A week's 
delay at Edmonton inthe spring or during 
the summer may easily cause an important 
consignment of goods by missing connection 
at the Landing to fail in delivery for a whole 
Year at the northern outposts, which of 
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trade or industry. If the Mackenzie region 
isworth anything to Canada it is worth the 
improving of a road of 300 miles in order to 
facilitate access to it. Of the improvements 
at present necessary the most important ise 
bridye across the Saskatchewan. 

If there was anyimm.diate prospect of 
railway communication from Calgary through 
to the Landing, it migitt be said that the 
nesessity of a traffic bridge would not be so 
pressing; but there is 10 more now than was 
tive years ago,ifas much, Charters for paper 
railways have been granted lavishly and per- 
haps will be as lavishly in future, but experi- 
ence has shown us that the granting of these 
charters hag no wuecessary counection vith 
railway building. It isa cheap method by 
which tne government can show its) interest 
in any part of the country anu demonstrate 
Uhat it is using all reasonable endcavors to 
upen it up, by granting charters for peddling 
purposes to political triends, or barnacies, 
it is time an interest was shown in this part 
of the country in # more substantial manuer. 
We have waited long and in vain fora rail- 
way and tiust of necessity wait two or more 
years longer. At least improve the trails, as 
evidence that some interest is taken in 
this far and further Northwest, 

Even when the railway does reach this 
point the necessity for a traftie bridse will be 
ag great as at present. The railway will 
bring increased settlement, which will ex- 
tend as at present faraud wide on both sides 
of the river, The yovernment offices, busi- 
hess places, etc., necessary for the adminis. 
tration and trade of this country can- 
not be on both sides of the river at onze and 
therefore on no matter which side they may 
be @ tratiic bridge will be nevesgary for the 
public accommodation. Besides, there is 
every probability that a railway coming 
from either east or south would rest at the 
Saskatchewan for at least one season, aud 
perhaps forseveral, which would mueke a 
tratlic bridge more necessary than in any 
other case, 

Regarding the local necessity for» bridge 
at the present time, as is pointed out by tne 
petition, the bulk of the population with the 
government ottices and places of business are 
on the north side while the base of supplies 
ison the south side 200 miles away, The 
position 13 that merchants on the north side 
are hampered tn procuring their supplies and 
sending Out their returns, while set- 
tlers on the south side, of whom 
there are w# large number, are equally 
hampered in reaching the mill, the market 
for their produce and the stores at which 
they procure their goods. So that business 
on the one side and settlement on both are 
kept back for lack cf a bridge, 

As with the citizens so it is with the 
pelice force whose duty is to preserve law 
and order throughout northern Alberta. 
While their base of supplies and suports are 
on the south 200 miles away the bulk ot tneir 
duty lies on the north side, They have 
either totake the south side in order to 
maintain certain connection with their sup. 
plies and suppurts—as they have done—and 
thereby be to a great extent cut off from the 
performance of their duty—which is at all 
times @ serious matter and might on occasion 
be something more—or by taking the north 
side so as to be in touch with their duty 
they have to risk breaking connection with 
their supplies and s»pports—which on vccas- 
lon may also be a very serious matter. The 
only other course possible would be to divide 
the force placing part on the north and part 
on the south side, which would of course re- 
duce the efiivienoy or necessitate a great in- 
crease in the strength, and therefore the ex- 
pense, of the force. With a good bridge 
across the river at the centre of population 
the force might he on one side or the other 
and be equally available for duty on either. 
From a military point of view—and less than 
four years ago watters on the Saskatchewan 
had to be considered from that pointof view— 
it is vo slight matter that there is no bridge 
alone the whole length of this wide river, 
which cutsthe Tevritories into twogreat parte, 
At noother point slong the river could a 
bridge be buik as cheaply, that would 
auswer requirements and assist in 
future develupment to anything like the 
same extent as one at Edmonton. civer 
is from nine to twelve hundred fees in width,

Crofters and the thousands of the “horny 
handed sons of toil” who are compelled in 
these hard times to look abroad for new 
fields of enterprise, to learn that on th 
banks of the yreat Saskatchewan River 
Sp branch) about 200 miles on rth of 
Jalyary, on the C. P. R., and about one 
thousand northwest of Winnipeg, there is a 
beautiful field for settlement, odmirably 
adapted for mixed forming. The yeneral 
aspect of this country is geatly rolling 
prairie, interspersed with clumps of white 
poplar, spruce and willow; the soil (which ts 
avery rich black loam, of an average depth 
of one foot, resting on an equally rien yellow 
ish clay loan: subsoil), will compare favor- 
ably with any in the world, Rich crops are 
raised by the settlers, of wheat, oats au 
barley, otten yielding over 40 bushels to the 
acre, 

Thecrop of vegetables would surprise some 
of the old country gardeners. Limyself hove 
been Cabbayes Weighing 27 Ibs., Swede tur- 
nips 24 Ibs,, single staiks of rhubarb weigh 
ing 21bs,, and onions and potatoes one of 
each of which would easily sativfy the great. 
est lover of these excellent roots ata meal. 
Some seasons enormous crops of potatoes 
are grown, some of Which will measure from 
9t019 inches long and weigh from 3 to 4) 
Ibs. One of the latter weight l have seen 
weighed. 

All sorts of cattle, horses and sheep do 
well, and hay for winter feed can be had for 
the cutting within a mile or two of the set- 
tlers’ homestead, There is plenty timber 
handy for houses, stables and fencing; and 
water, Which us a rule is of the best, can be 
had by boring orndizging any place at trom 

10 to 30 feet from the surface, in addition to 
the many soft-water, ponds and creeks that 
intersect the country, Some seasons cucum 
bers, pumpkins, &c., can be grown in the 
open ait,and black currants, raspberries, 
gooseberries, blueberries, high and low bush 
cranberries grow wild in the greatest abund- 
ance and come tothe greatest pertection, 
the black currants and raspberries equaling 
any Lever saw in Scotland in cultivation, 

The rising town of Edimouton is situated 
ona charming site on the bank of the Sas- 
katchewan river, ut the head of navigation 
for steamers, and contains some three 
hundred inhabitants, a number of geuer- 
al stores, asteam grist and saw mill, a good 
school and several churches of various de. 
nominations, The country around for twenty 
miles is well settled up by farmers, but fora 
hundred miles in every direction from Ed. 
Mmonton there is vacant tand calling out for 
the plough, that is capable with proper culti- 
Vation, of yielding up to 60 bushels of wheat 
to the acre, 

Now, I come to the chief point of interest 
reyarding the developement of this beautiful 
country, At present there is no railway 
communication nearer than Calgary on the 
C. fb. K., 200 miles off. All imports have to 
cost the settler 2 to 3 cents per 1b, of freight, 
by wagons and carts from the raitroad, and 
thousands of good settlers yo through by the 
C. P. R. railway every season, ignorant of 
the great north fertile belt on the Saskatche- 
ap river, and pass over tothe coast and then 
south to the territory of Uncle Sam, where 
they settledown and help with their level 
heads and brawny arms to enrich the coffers 
and swell the surplus at Washington. 

All that is wanted iu this northern country 
then, in order to make it the comfortable 
bome for the teeming millions of the world 
seeking emigration, i the way to ‘yet 
there.”
